Council Presidency Remains 


Up For Grabs; Taylor Available 


The position of Town Council president re- 
mains in contention as returning councilors and 
councilors-elect consider the field of candidates. 

Of the two councilors widely considered to be 
running for the presidency, neither has the public- 
ly announced support of five fellow councilors 
necessary for election. 

Current council President James D. Taylor 
estimates his chances for the position to be “fair 
to middling.” . 

Although not making an announcement of his 
candidacy, Taylor maintains, “If they want me, I’m 
available.” 

Taylor added he has been approached by some 
members of the council willing to support his can- 
didacy. 

Former council President Edward A. Caba is 
considering a bid for the office, but health con- 
cerns may prevent him from accepting an effort to 
place his name in nomination. 

“I’m quite pleased to have been approached by 
five councilors who think | did a good enough job 
in the past to take it again,’’ Caba said. “At the 
present time, | haven’t given it much more 
thought, but health issues are a consideration. 

Caba said he was “flabbergasted” when Coun- 
cilor Gary Suffriti asked him to run for the council 
presidency. ‘‘We haven't seen eye to eye on a lot 
of issues,’ Caba noted. 

Suffriti admitted past differences with Caba, 
noting, ‘‘We’ve locked horns, but that doesn’t 
come into play with me. | look at the man and the 
job he’s doing.” 

Will Not Support Taylor 
Suffriti added that he would not support Taylor

in his bid for reelection to the council presidency. 
“lve been critical of Jim Taylor's treatment of 
people and his dictatorial rule, especially concer- 
ning Citizen’s Speak Time.” 

Suffriti said that although the council may not 
agree with the statements of the citizens, they 
owe it to the townspeople to listen to all view- 
points. : 

Councilor Nancy Gravel went on the record to 
throw her support to Taylor, adding that she was 
interested in the position of council vice- 
president. Mrs. Gravel further stated that she 
would offer herself as a compromise candidate 
for the council presidency should a spirit of 
divisiveness be manifested. 

One of the two councilors-elect returning to the 
council, David Skolnick, expressed his une- 
quivical support of Taylor. “| like the way he 
presents himself on the stage,” Skolnick stated. 
“He is a perfect leader. He’s cool and collected 
and knows what he’s doing. 

Skolnick added that Taylor had many oppor- 
tunities to “blow his cool,” but kept a level head. 

Councilor Thomas Ennis is keeping his options 
open as far as a formal declaration of support 
goes. Ennis is waiting for Caba to declare his in- 
tentions. Ennis added he would absolutely not be 
supporting Taylor. 

“Jim has been heavy-handed in conducting the 
meetings. | think it was a mistake to put a first- 
time councilor in as the leader of the meetings.” 

In Favor Of Rotating Chair 

Ennis said he would be in favor of a move to 

make the council chair a rotating position so that 
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each councilor would have the opportunity to see 
what it takes to run the meetings. 

Observing that it was a little too early to make 
predictions, current Council Vice-President 
George Bitzas said he thought Taylor would again 
be elected to the presidency. Bitzas said he was 
pleased with Taylor's overall performance in the 
council presidency. “He’s done a good job and he 
knows the procedures.” 

Bitzas said he is interested in again serving as 
council vice-president, but he is not a candidate 
for president, as his teaching schedule does not 
allow the time necessary for the presidency. 

Veteran Councilor Walter Balboni and 
Councilors-Elect Jill Simpson and Vivian Dziard- 
ziel report they have yet to be contacted by any 
councilors seeking election to the presidency. 

This led Balboni to speculate that one of the 
candidates may have the necessary votes in the 
bag. “I have to conclude that it’s already been 
decided and they don’t need my vote,’’ Balboni 
said. 

Mrs. Simpson said she was thinking of Mrs. 
Gravel as a good candidate for the council 
presidency and added that Caba was another of 
her choices for the post, if health concerns allow 
him to run. 

Mrs. Dziardziel observed that she is open to 
anyone who is running, and added she has 
respect for the way Taylor has handled himself at 


the meetings. 


Councilor-Elect Robert Danie remained 


unavailable for comment at presstime.

The Legislative 
Year Winds Down 


Another holiday season is in the air, and with it 
goes the general feelings of cheer, neighborly 
spirit, and accentuating the positive. We in the 
Massachusetts legislature have captured that 
sentiment and are prepared for very productive 
days ahead before the clock on the legislative 
calendar runs out. 

The Senate Committee on Science and 
Technology, now well into full swing, has just 
finished with its fifth public hearing, entitled 
“Science and Technology: Path to Prosperity.” 
Some of Massachusetts’ most prestigious and 
knowledgeable leaders in Science and 
Technology came to offer their unique perspec- 
tives in testifying before the public hearing which 
ran all day at the State House. 

U.S. Senator Paul Tsongas started the hearing 
ball rolling, and presented compelling testimony 
about the importance of prioritizing technological 
development for a strong state economy. Former 
State Senator Patricia McGovern gave accolades 
to the Committee’s scope of work and its role as a 
new resource to which technological industries 
can go to for information and assistance. Even 
Springfield Mayor Robert Markel spoke of all that 
Springfield had to offer in building a “cluster” of 
telecommunications-related businesses similar 
to the “cluster” of Biotech firms that have crop- 
ped up in the City of Worcester. 

Furthermore, we heard directly about the 
challenges that many Massachusetts businesses 
with defense contracts face every day in making 
the- strenuous transition from federally- 
commissioned projects to commercializing those 
same products or technologies. We heard from 
such emerging technologies as telecommunica- 
tions and environmental technology, industries 
which are rapidly growing and carving out new 
markets in our area. 

All those who took the time to testify emphasiz- 
ed the same basic message: That the Massachu- 
setts legislature needs to make a solid, long-term 
commitment toward technological and economic 
development. Our state is a “knowledge-based” 
economy: we depend on continuous technologi- 
cal research and development, and this commit- 
tee is working diligently to incorporate some of 
the strides that these businesses have made 
toward a real economic recovery. 








On another matter, the State Senate has pass- 
ed the supplemental budget, and in it addressed 
many important funding priorities. One such 
issue important to faculty members of our local 
community colleges, was a measure to fund a 
long-awaited gender discrimination settlement 
that was awarded to female faculty members of 
10 community colleges. It was indeed important 


to send a message to the public that the state of

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Massachusetts will not tolerate discriminatory 
practices in its public institutions. It was a matter, 
pure and simple, of fairness and justice. 


We have tackled the serious health issue of 
lead paint, passing a measure to adopt new Op- 
tions of containment to the costly alternative of 

~ full-scale removal. Consequently, as more homes 
are affordably made lead-safe, it in turn protects 
our children from the horrific effects of accidental 
ingestion. And finally, the measure is friendly to 
potential homebuyers towards owning their own 
home, without having to face the astronomical— 
and oftentimes impossible—costs associated 
with having lead paint. 

We have also in the supplemental budget ad- 
dressed the issue of affordable housing by in- 
creasing the number of available units in public 
housing. The waiting lists for low-income elderly, 
families, and even homeless people have been 
years long. The-newly-adopted housing bond Dill 
wilt help to alleviate that situation. : 

True, we have accomplished much this year in 
the legislature and in our district. However, there 
is still so much ground to cover to assure that our 
future is indeed a bright one. We need to address 
the need to change the system of welfare in 
Massachusetts, to continue to make funding for 
Education Reform a priority, and to assure strong 
local aid so that our communities may continue to 
provide the essential leveis of local service. 

The holidays are a time of new beginnings, of 
thanksgiving, and counting of our many bless- 
ings. So on a final note of holiday spirit, capture 
the “magic” of this time of year and share it with 
someone else. Whether you choose a child, a 
grandmother, or even a stranger, the spirit of the 
-holidays can continue through the rest of the 
year, if we all play a part in making it so. 

Here’s wishing everyone a joyous and happy 
holiday season, and a wonderful and prosperous 
New Year.

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Melconian Announces 
Senate Committee 
Repeals No-Fault 


Senator Linda J. Melconian (D-Springfield) has 
announced that the Senate Ways and Means 
Committee has voted favorably on Senate Bill 
1785, an Act Relative to Restructuring the 
Automobile Insurance System. The bill would 
repeal the state’s no-fault insurance system and 
was expected to be debated on the Senate floor 
aS soon as possible. 

The Committee on Ways and Means, on which 
Senator Melconian serves as a ranking 
Democratic member, took a revolutionary step in 
deciding to reform the private passenger 
automobile insurance, particularly with its 
stipulation to repeal the current no-fault system. 


Melconian stated, ‘After years of effort, this is 
a monumental step toward real consumer relief, 
not just for now but in years to come. | often com- 
pare the auto insurance industry to an old jalopy: 
we keep trying to ‘fix’ something that would be 
better served by replacing altogether. This 
measure is sensible, responsible, and is in fact 
necessary, if we in the legislature are committed 
to changing an automobile insurance system 
which clearly is not working.” 


Meiconian assured that the restructuring 
represents a culmination of the best input from 
sources around the nation. Some of the reform 
provisions include: making health care primary; 
mandating pre-suit mediation or arbitration of per- 
sonal injury claims; tightening regulations of the 
Board of Chiropractors; eliminating collateral 
source payments; increasing accountability of at- 
torneys; providing for optional medical payments 
for those individuals without health insurance 
coverage; and mandating a 10-percent premium 
cut in 1994 rates. 


Melconian concluded, “It is time for 
Massachusetts to join with the rest of New 
England, including the insurance capital, Connec- 
ticut, and abolish a seriously flawed system to 
provide jong overdue relief for ratepayers. We in 
the legislature are obligated to protect consumer 
rights and it is high time we exercise the leader- 
ship to take that step.”

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Winter Parking Ordinances In Agawam 
Now In Effect Says Town’s DPW 


The Agawam Department of Public Works 
wishes to advise residents of the ordinances 
regulating on-street winter parking between 
November 15th and April 15th. 

The Department of Public Works has been em- 
powered to declare on-street parking bans for the 
purpose of snow and ice removal and to tow any 
vehicles parked on the streets in violation of these 
bans. Any person whose vehicle is removed is 
responsible for the cost of towing and storage, 
and is subject to an additional fine in the amount 
of $25. 

It is the intent of the Department of Public 
Works to declare bans against any on-street park- 
ing whenever a snowstorm of plowable 
magnitude is forecast. Residents should tune to 
local radio and television stations or the Com- 
munity Bulletin Board on Cable TV Channel 33 for

announcements of band. 

In order for the Department to efficiently and ef- 
fectively clear snow, it is important that no 
vehicles be parked on the streets. Parked vehicles 
result in ridges of snow and ice that reduce the 
travelled width of the roadway and endanger the 
public. Costly replowing is required to clear the 
residue. Residents should be forewarned that the 
Department will remove vehicles violating any 
parking ban. 

Residents are also advised that it is their 
responsibility to remove snow and control ice on 
the sidewalks in front of their homes and 
businesses. Sidewalks must be cleared of snow 
within 24 hours of the end of a storm. The Depart- 
ment of Public Works is only empowered to plow 
sidewalks on major streets where children are re- 
quired to walk to school.

Juvenile Firesetters 


Estimates show that well over half the incen- 
diary fires in larger municipalities are caused by 
children under the age of 18. In fact, many are 
younger. Boys are more likely than girls to be the 
culprits. 

Unfortunately, simple curiosity, often combin- 
ed with poor supervision, accounts for a large por- 
tion of the fires set by children; and, the children 
who set fires are from a diverse group, with varied 
social backgrounds and varying motives. 

Some children who set fires are-from ‘‘unstable 
homes,” and many come from poor families. 
However, the statistics do not define a specific 
racial or ethnic group to be involved, nor is it 
found that many of the children have serious pro- 
blems. 

When identified juvenile firesetters warrant 


prevention efforts, the Agawam Fire Department 
provides these suggestions: 

e Reduce the likelihood that any child will 
engage in unsupervised or otherwise potentially 
dangerous firesetting by removing matches and 
lighters from reach. 

e Reduce the likelihood that children who have 
engaged in occasional unsupervised and/or other- 
wise dangerous firesetting do not repeat this 
behavior by better supervision and/or corrective 
measures. 

e Identify and work intensively with those 
children who have an established history of 
firesetting. -

Second District Congressman Richard E. Neal 
recently announced that he fully supports the 
establishment of full diplomatic relations bet- 
ween the state of Israel and the Vatican. 
Representatives of both the Catholic and Jewish 
faiths have been negotiating for months, and an 
agreement is expected to be signed by both par- 
ties in Jerusalem before the start fo the new year. 

Since the creation of the Jewish state in 1948, 
the Vatican has never fully recognized Israel. Ef- 
forts to legitimize that relationship began at the 
Second Vatican Council in 1965, and have recent- 
ly intensified during negotiations between top 
Israeli and Vatican officials. The agreement is ex- 
pected to address a variety of issues important to 


both parties, including a condemnation of anti- 
semitism and a framework for mutual co- 
existence in the Holy Land. 

“t believe that this recent announcemeni 
represents an important new chapter in the formal 
relations between the Roman Catholic Church 
and the state of Israel. The establishment of full 
diplomatic ties sends an important message of 
reconciliation and fellowship to millions of 
Catholic and Jews worldwide. The current holy 
season only underscores the significance of this 
historic accord.-! welcome the news and greatly 
look forward to the signing ceremony on 
December 30th,” said Congressman Neal.

Consider Kids’ Safety 
When Decorating & 
Cooking This Holiday 


Upcoming holiday preparations and festivities 
will introduce chemicals and poisons into the 
home, according to a Baystate Medical Center 
pediatric nurse. 

“The holidays are such a busy time of year that 
few parents pause to consider children’s safety 
when cooking and decorating,’ said Shirley 
LaRoche, RN, coordinator of the Western 
Massachusetts Safe Kids Coalition based at 
Baystate Medical Center Children’s Hospital. 

“It is important to keep children away’ from 
poisonous holiday plants,” she added. 

Some poisonous plants include Amaryllis, 
Azalea, Boxwood, Castor Bean, Christmas Cac- 
tus, Christmas Rose, Crown of Thorns, English 
and American Ivy, Jerusalem or Jimson Weed, 
Christmas Cherry, Mountain Laurel, and 
Pokeweed. 

Holly and mistletoe berries that tend to fall to 
the ground are also poisonous, while Poinsettias 
can cause skin irritation and intense 
gastrointestinal diseases. 

Other safety tips when it comes to poison- 
proofing your holiday include: 

* Keeping common baking ingredients such as 
vanilla and almond extract out of reach since they 
contain high levels of alcohol. 

* Properly storing fire salts which are used in 


fireplaces to produce colored flames because » 


they contain heavy metals and can cause intense 
gastrointestinal irritation. 

* Disposing of colored wrapping paper im- 
mediately because it may contain lead and other 
materials toxic to children if chewed. 

LaRoche also advised parents to teach children 
that decorations are not food and to admire their 
beauty from a distance.

need from the five food groups? 

2. Does the diet follow your own tastes and 
eating habits as close as possible? 

3. Will the program keep you from being hungry 
or unusually tired? 

4. Will the program allow you to eat away from 
home without feeling like a social outcast? 

5. Will the meal plan contain foods you and your 
family will enjoy eating for the rest of your life? 

6. Does the diet contain enough calories to pre-

lism? 

7. Does the program include planning exercise 
that fits your schedule and fitness level? 

8. Can you buy the food at a local store? 

9. Will the program help you work on changing 
“fattening” habits? 

10. Will the program minimize the restricted 
feeling of being “‘on a diet??’ 


You'll have the most success losing weight and 
keeping it off if you answer “yes” to all the ques- 
tions. 

Many dieters want a plan that promises fast 
weight loss. But, quick weight loss programs may 
be harmful and most people regain the weight.

Rehab Gab

Important To Warm-Up 


Whenever any type of physical activity is done, 
the aspect often forgotten or rushed through is 
the preparation or warm-up prior to the intended 
activity. A proper warm-up should accomplish the 
following: 

* Psychologically prepare the mind and body 
for the practice session or game. 

* Enhance the performance. 

* Decrease the risk of injury. 

* Allow the body to work more efficiently, safe- 
ly, and at a higher level of intensity during com- 
petition or training. ; 

The warm-up activities should be sport specific. 
Stretching and flexibility exercises particularly 
designed for the intended activity are important. 

A skier, either competitive or recreational, 
should pay particular attention to stretching the 
leg and low back muscles (but not ignore the ma- 
jor muscle groups of the upper body) before ski- 
ing. Drills and exercises that simulate game situa- 
tions are also recommended. Simple examples of 
these would be a lay-up drill before playing 
basketball, or a passing and shooting drill for 
hockey. 

The stretching exercises should focus.on stret- 
ching the intended muscle group slowly. Static 
stretching is an effective and painless technique 
to prepare the muscles for action. Static stret- 
ching involves putting the targeted muscle group 
in a maximal position of stretch and holding it 
there for 15 to 20 seconds. This should be 
repeated three or four times for each muscle 
group. 

A stretching of the muscles will be uncomfor- 
table, but it should not be painful. If it is, decrease 
the amount of stretch on the muscle. Do not 
bounce to stretch. Repeated bouncing, or ballistic 
stretching, is not recommended because of the 
possibility of injuring the muscle. 

Actually, by bouncing, the muscle is shortened. 
The bouncing will cause the muscle to protect 
itself by tightening. It is also a painful way of try- 
ing to prepare for activity, because the tissues are 
microscopically torn apart. 


Cooling down after activity is just as important 
as the warm-up exercises. A cool-down should in- 
clude flexibility and light exercise similar to the 
warm-up phase. It should be subsequent to any 
activity, whether it is training, competition, or 
recreational. 

The majority of athletes simply stop after the 
activity and go home. The result, especially at the 
beginning of a season or if the activity is not done 
on a regular basis, is joint soreness and muscle 
Stiffness the following day. A proper cool-down 
‘reduces this possibility. 

The following series is a recommended pro- 
cedure to start and conclude activities with: 

f * Light jogging and flexibility prior to participa- 
on. 

* Increase the rate of speed in running (% 
speed, Ye speed, % speed, and full speed). This 
transition should be gradual. 

* Sport specific flexibility and stretching - in- 
clude all major muscle groups involved in your 
specific activity or sport. 

* Performance in the event or activity. 

* Cool-down or light activity in combination 
with flexibility. 

Practicing these principles will enhance the 
sport experience, decrease the chance of serious 
tree and result in a longer and healthier sports 

ife.

The Tax Law Changes— 


| How Will They Affect You? 


This past fall, President Clinton signed a bill 
that makes some changes in the tax laws. 
Political posturing and media hoopla aside, the 
overall financial impact on most people will be 
minor. Here are the major changes and how they 
might affect you personally. 

Fuel tax. This is where you will feel any effects 
from tax law changes,-if you’re in the middle 
class. Federal tax on gasoline, diesel, compress- 
ed natural gas, and non-commercial aviation fuel 
has gone up 4.3 cents per gallon since October 
ist, 1993. However, estimates are that, on 
average, this will increase your overal taxes by on- 
ly one percent. 

Social Security benefits. Those of you who 
receive Social Security benefits may want to pay 
more attention to investing in tax-deferred and 
tax-free strategies. Estimates are that almost 13 
percent of Social Security recipients will pay 
higher taxes on their benefits. Couples with provi- 
sional incomes (adjusted gross income, plus tax- 
exempt income, plus one-half of Social Security 
benefits) above $44,000, and individuais above 
$34,000 will have 85 percent of their benefits sub- 
ject to tax, effective January 1st, 1994. 

Payroll tax. All wages and self-employment ear- 
nings will be subject to Medicare payroll tax, 
rather than only to ammounts above $135,000 as 
is the case currently. The tax rate will be 2.9 per- 
cent for self-employed persons, and 1.45 percent 
for both employers and employees.

Home Buyers: Inspect 
Property Before You 
Decide To Purchase 


Buying a home is a substantial investment 


which requires careful consideration of many 


details. Before you decide to make a final pur- 
chase of the “home of your dreams,” make a 
careful inspection of the entire property to certify 
that your new home will be safe, comfortable en- 
vironment, and a solid investment. 

Your initial inspection of the property doesn’t 
have to be a difficult, scientific Study.

A noticeably leaking 
roof, flooded basement, or broken fixtures can be 
obvious problems, but many defects are not so 
easily detected. 

A thorough professional examination of the 
home’s condition should be conducted prior to 
the final purchase of the property. A home inspec- 
tor is best qualified to make a detailed inspection 
of your home and identify any major defects. In 
addition to investigating all of the individual 
rooms for any structural problems, an inspector 
will also check the home’s heating, ventilation, 
and air conditioning system, plumbing, electrical 
wiring, roof, chimney, foundation, and walkways. 

A good home inspector will deliver a cost 
estimate for defects and recommend repair or 
replacement for items that can become major pro- 
blems in the future. 

Many real estate companies have a list of in- 
spectors which offer professional inspections 
that you-can choose from. Most home inspectors 
base their fees according to the size of the proper- 
ty. A condominium, for example, usually costs 
less to inspect than a large single-family ome or 
multi-family home. 

Your new home should be a comfortable en- 
vironment which can meet your needs for many 
years, and possibly yield an investment return 
when you are ready for resale. Therefore, your in- 
itial inspection and a professional home inspec- 
tor’s review are worth the time and expense in 
making your final home purchase decision.

Income taxes. According to experts, 98.5 per- 
cent of all taxpayers will see no change in their in- 
come taxes. The marginal rate on personal in- 
come taxes, for example, which is retroactive to 
January 1st, 1993, will be 39.6 percent for couples 
and individuals with taxable income above 
$250,000. People with earnings of more_than 
$200,000 annually will pay approximately 17 per- 
cent more in taxes. The rate will be 36 percent for 
couples with income above $140,000, and in- 
dividuals with income above $115,000. 

Workers who earn less than $30,000 a year will 
get a tax cut because of a major expansion of the 
earned-income tax credit. This credit also will be 
available to individuals without children, rather 
than only to workers with children. 

Overall, these tax-law changes will have 
minimal impact on your overall cash flow; other 
factors such as changes in earnings will have 
greater effects. 

See your tax accountant, financial planner, or 
tax attorney for more detailed information about 
strategies—particularly if you don’t yet have a 
financial plan in place. Otherwise, however, your 
best strategy, no matter what your income level, is 
to stick to your financial plan.

Increase heat to 
medium-high. Add mushrooms, marjoram, sage, 
thyme, salt and pepper; saute for 5 minutes, stirr- 
ing occasionally. With a slotted spoon, remove 
vegetable mixture to prepared baking dish. 

Melt remaining 2 tablespoons butter in same 
saucepan over medium heat. Add flour and cook 
for 1 minute, stirring constantly. Stir in broth and 
cream. Cook until cream sauce is thickened and 
reduced to about 2 cups, stirring constantly. Add 
cream sauce, turkey and peas to vegetables; set

STATE OVER HOUSING 


Three of the five Housing Authority members 
today accused Andrew Gallano, Western Mass. 
coordinator for the state Department of Elderly Af- 
fairs of “blackjacking the Agawam Housing 
Authority.” 

In a letter to a State Representative and 
Senator, the members charge Gallano has “abus- 
ed his position as a state employee in his efforts 
to prejudice the affairs of the Housing Authority 
through the use of his own newspaper (The 
Agawam Advertiser) for political purposes.” 

Contending that the DEA letter of December 6th 
which “rejected the Hall property and asked the 
authority to return to ... the Magovern property,” is 
not a question of the proper location for the elder- 
ly project, the authority members believe the 
issue has become far more important.” 

The Authority demanded an investigation by 
the DEA into Gallano’s activities relative to the 
construction of a third elderly housing project. 


DECEMBER 23rd - GALLANO WOULD 
BACK STATE PROBE OF HOUSING 


Andrew Gallano, Western Massachusetts coor- 
dinator for Elderly Affairs and publisher of The 
Agawam Advertiser, said today he would welcome 
an investigation by the state DEA and also 
challenged the Agawam Housing Authority to call 
a public hearing within 10 days. 

Gallano said a public hearing would give all 
concerned, and especially the reported 100 elder- 
ly persons who are currently waiting for housing, 
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a chance to be heard. 

Gallano repeatedly noted a failure of Board 
members to explain why site location of the 
town’s third elderly housing project was changed 
three times and why the Board failed to meet the 
state’s June, October, and December funding 
periods. 

He noted that additional elderly housing was 
approved at the March 1970 town meeting ona 
motion he had made. 

The Housing Authority first approved~ the 
Magovern tract, and the DEA approved the selec- 
tion in April 1971. The Authority then voted to 
move the proposed project to Brady Village, two 
acres of land off Springfield Street. Gallano said 
this site prompted objections from the Town 
Council on Aging, and notification from the 
Building Inspector that only 16 units could be 
built on the site.

REPORTS 

An entry in the 1862 records showed seven 
volunteers in the service of the Union Army. 

In 1863, the poll tax increased from $1.50 to 
$2.00, where it remained until it was abolished in 
1963 


In 1900, at the turn of the century, the valuation 
of the town had increased to $1,390.182 with a 
total tax of $23,112 and with a tax rate of $15.60 
per thousand. 
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R. Mather Taylor, Almon Jones, and Dieudonne 
Bessette were the Assessors in 1910. It is in- 
teresting to note that Carol Taylor, Agawam’s City 
Accountant, is a great granddaughter to the above . 
mentioned R. Mather Taylor. 

The value of the town increased to $9,442,045 in 
1930. To $14,089,600 in 1950; in 1970, to 
$135,744,925,. The town was on its way! 

During the year 1972, residential housing show- 
ed a drop of 15% over 1971, however, commercial 
and industrial construction gained 5% over the 
Same period. Chez Josef on Shoemaker Lane 
erected an addition. Other new constructions: 
Rosen Realty, So. Bridge Drive; Raymond Piec- 
zarka (Dee Air Conditioning), River Road and 
School Street; and Medical Rental and Specialties 
of Suffield Street. Corey Colonial Apartments 
completed 104 units as of January 1st, 1973. 


The Fire Department responded to 417 alarms: 
buildings, 77; grass and rubbish, 171; emergen- 
cies, 57; motor vehicles, 60; false alarms, 12; 
needless calls, 40. 

The Building Department issued the following 
permits during 1972: dwellings, 172; garages, 17; 
businesses, 28; additions and alterations, 91; 
miscellaneous, 42; demolition permits, 20. Total 
value of the 370 permits was $10,313,452. 


There were 92 elderly units in Agawam; 40 at 
Country View at 95 North Westfield Street and 52 
at Colonial Haven, which is/at 886 Main Street. 
There are presently 43 applications on file for 
housing accomodations in our veterans project.

This Week AT THE MOVIES 


—The Pelican Brief 

John Grisham’s complex bestseller The Pelican 
Brief fares less well on screen than in print, mirror- 
ing many of the same problems as his earlier 
work, The Firm. 

Both are a fascinating read, though not the 
kinds of books you can read a bit at a time; these 
require chunks of time in order to keep characters 
and plotlines in perfect order. 

In The Firm, the weak link was a weak lead 
character (played by Tom Cruise), and its 
strongest point was Gene Hackman in a suppor- 
ting role as a dissipated, womanizing law partner. 

The Pelican Brief gives us Julia Roberts (of long 
legs and incredible toothy smile) and the pure 
talent of Denzel Washington. It also gives us the 
awe-inspiring background of Washington D.C., 
the natural beauty of the Louisianna bayou, the 
raucous nightlife of New Orleans, and the seamier 
side of one of two Supreme Court justices who are 
unexplicably murdered—one killed in his hospital 
bed at home, the other strangled in a porn theater. 

The murders catch the eye of another

Her brief, submitted to a federal agent in a flip- 
pant barroom conversation, is read by the Feds 
and discarded, then read again with concern 
(enough concern to put dear Julia’s life on the 
line). 

It seems these two distinctly different judges 
were linked on the common cause of the environ- 
ment. And down in the bayous, a wealthy oilman 
(whose black gold harvest might be threatened by 
their conservationist stance) decided to get them 
out of the way in time to have a paid-for (via cam- 
paign/PAC money) President appoint new judges 
whose ecological philosophies were more in tune 
with corporate profits. 

No endangered pelicans should stand in the 


way of development. 

If this isn’t complex enough, the movie brings in 
virtually all the characters of the book: FBI, CIA, 
hired assasins, good guys, bad guys, maybe 
good/maybe bad guys ... it’s a horrific mix not 
because there are so many people moving in and 
out of the script, but because they are never solid- 
y PAE ICE defined, or maneuvered into the 
plot. 

By the time the intrepid investigative reporter 
(Washington) enters the scene, most viewers are 
not merely lost, they are bored silly. 

That’s too bad, because the few solid scenes 
between Roberts and Washington are the best 
part of this convoluted screenplay. 

By the time the film wraps down, the ending 
(predictable in itself even if you haven’t read the 
book) is an afterthought. In fact, as the closing 
credits roll, one almost wishes she had traded in 
her law grades for a PC and teamed up with 
Washington permanently. The foremost thought 
on viewers minds, however, seems to be just how 
long this picture seemed to be. t .

Why Are SAT 
Scores Down? 


(The following article entitled ‘‘Why are SAT 
scores down?”? appeared in a special pullout sec- 
tion of USA Today dated December 16th, 1993. In 
addition to this interesting article, the paper in- 
cluded pertinent educational issues in the 90’s.) 


If the stock market echoed SAT results, the na- 
tion’s economy might be in the tank. 

The average SAT score in the country has plum- 
meted 54 points in the last 25 years, from 956 back 
in 1969 to this year’s 902 (out of 1600). And this 
year’s score was up 12 points from the rock bot- 
tom 890 combined math-verbal score in 1980 and 
1981. 

But it doesn’t trouble David Berliner. The 
Arizona State University education professor says 
it works out to five more questions wrong on a 
180-item test than students used to get wrong, 
fairly small considering the change in 
demographics of students taking the test and the 
impact of TV on today’s students. 

“I see this as just as absolute red herring,” 
Berliner says. “There’s nothing in here that scares 


| me 


Berliner echoes the thoughts of others who say 
the decline in the SAT has been due largely to 
changing demographics. The students taking the 
exam in the 1950’s and 60’s were students aiming

As college access opened in later years, more 
students - and more in the lower ranks of the high 
school class - started taking the exam. 

Berliner adds that the SAT decline coincided 
with the arrival of television into most homes in 
the 1950’s. By the time those kids hit the age to

on the verbal side, which is what you’d expect, he 
says. 

“We've raised a generation whose cognitive 
skills can make sense out of rapidly changing 
audio-visual displays,” Berliner says. “Yet, we 
don’t test that. We continue to test who (novelist) 
Willa Cather was.” 

Donald M. Stewart, president of the College 
Board, which sponsors the SAT, said earlier this 
year that part of the decline indeed is a function 
of increased numbers of students taking the ex- 
am. But other reasons included television and 
“factors outside the classroom.” 

Laura Mooneyham, English professor at Texas’ 
Trinity University, says teachers have been asked 
to be social workers, police and nurses, and 
schools are ‘penned in by bureaucratic re- 
quirements.” 

She says, “Students are not doing well! on the 
SAT because they know less. They know less 
because they’ve been taught less.”

At Agawam High 
Grows & Grows

In its second year at AHS, the Renaissance Pro- 
gram continues to encourage students to ‘Go for 
the Gold”’ by rewarding their efforts in striving for 
academic excellence and responsible behavior. 

More than 300 Renaissance Gold and Gold Plus 
cards were recently distributed to the students 
who kept their grades at C or better, 
demonstrated good effort in class, were tardy no 
more than once during the term, and kept their 
records free from disciplinary action. The Gold 
Plus Cards are awarded to the students who 
achieve honor roll and fulfill the other re- 
quirements for membership in the program. 

“We're astounded by the numbers,” said 
Renaissance Committee Chairwoman Dorothy 
Martin. Of the second term students eligible fora 
Renaissance Card, 111 earned Gold Cards while 
193 earned Gold Plus Cards. 


Hope To Reduce Tardies 

By requiring that a student have no more than 
one tardy per term, the originators of the program 
hoped to help reduce the number of students who 
were not on time for school. According to Mrs. 
Martin, the program has had tremendous success 
in just two years. 

“Being on time is up front in the kids’ minds,” 
Mrs. Martin said. “They ask themselves, ‘Do | 
want to risk losing Renaissance by being late?” 

In addition to the quarterly-issued Gold Cards, 
the program issues V.|.P. cards to students whose 
teachers have nominated them for special 
recognition and reward for such things as improv- 
ed classroom performance, perfect attendance, or 
community service. 

Students need not be in the Renaissance Pro- 
gram to receive a V.I.P. card. “There’s always a 
chance for kids who don’t make Renaissance to 
be recognized,” Mrs. Martin said. “We’re always 
looking for ways to motivate them.” 

The Renaissance Committee celebrated the 
holiday season with an after school party. One 
lucky cardholder received a giant holiday stock- 
ing stuffed with more than $100 worth of prizes 
and many smaller prizes were awarded as well. 

The teachers on the Renaissance Committee 
agree that the key to the success of the program 
has been the willingness of the business com- 
munity to reward academic achievement as well 
as responsible student behavior. 

Support from the business community ranges 
from monetary donations to donations of goods 
or services to discounts offered to cardholders. 
Some sponsors offer preferential treatment in hir- 
ing to the Renaissance scholars (who have proven 
their ability to work hard and maintain the kind of 
behavior that employers are looking for). 


Business Support Steadily Growing 

As the number of students qualifying for 
Renaissance Cards has grown, the support from 
the business community has been steadily grow- 
ing with new sponsors added to the list each term. 

Parent volunteer Lynda Reid, who has been 
marketing the program to area businesses, 
observed, “The businesses in Agawam are great! 
Most of the time, they are willing to do whatever 
they can to help us.” 

According to Ellen LaFlamme of the Agawam 
Animal Hospital, Dr. John Guntly offers a dis- 
count to cardholders for two reasons. ‘First, he 
liked the idea of encouraging the kids to work a lit- 
tle harder to get better grades than they might 
otherwise have done. And, requiring the students 


to accompany their parents when their pet is be-. 


ing treated is a great way to get high school kids 
into the clinic to see what we do here.” 

Noting that many people are unaware of what 
goes on in a veterinarian’s office or what is re- 
quired in terms of education, Ms. LaFlamme said 
the doctor hopes to expose students to the 
possibilities of a career in the field of veterinary 
medicine. 

In addition to the coveted Gold and Gold Plus 
Cards, Renaissance students received cer- 
tificates from McDonald’s for free French fries 
and discount coupons from Abdow’s. Students 
who scored 1000 or above on the SAT’s taken this 
fall will be reimbursed for the cost of taking the 
test by Renaissance (as soon.as the teachers can 
research the scores recently received in the 
guidance office).

Teacher Assistance Team 


As part of the State’s efforts to better serve 
children’s needs within the regular education pro- 
gram and to reduce the number of students who 
require 766 services, new wording has been in- 
troduced to the regulations. This new language re- 
quires that building administrators make every at- 
tempt to modify the regular education program to 
meet the student’s needs before referring a stu- 
dent for an evaluation under 766. 

One of the methods a principal may utilize to 
meet these needs is a group called the Teacher 
Assistance Team. The purpose of this team is to 
utilize its collective experience to aid the 
classroom teacher with strategies, methods, and 
curriculum suggestions to meet the student’s 
needs who is experiencing difficulty. 

The Middle School Teacher Assistance Team 
was formed in November of 1992. Teachers 
volunteered to become members of this team. 
Middle School team members are Robert Farrell, 
Assistant Principal, Mary Lou Sgueglia and 
Phyllis Ferrari, sixth grade teachers, as well as Vi- 
vian Govoni and Lou Spiro, both fifth grade 
teachers. 

Team members met monthly during the 
1992-1993 school year. The purpose of these 
meetings was to acquire the necessary skills 
needed to have an effective team in place at the 
Middle School. Dr. Richard Kleiner, a consulting 
psychologist, conducted the training for the team 
members. 

Team members made a presentation to the rest 
of the staff at a meeting earlier this fall to explain 
the purposes, procedures, and goals of the 
Teacher Assistance Team. The Middle School 







Teacher Assistance Team is now operational and 
meets monthly. 

The team asks any teacher who has a student 
experiencing problems to meet and explain their 
concerns with the team. Suggestions are made 
and a review meeting is held at a later date in 
order to see if the strategies and modifications 
have worked. : 

The Teacher Assistance Team members are 
hopeful that they will be making a contribution to 
help better meet the needs of Middle School 
students. 

Parents should be aware that January 21st, 
1994 will mark midyear at the Middle School. 
Report cards for the second marking period will 
be brought home on or about January 28th, 1994. 


There will still be time for most-students to im- 
prove their standing, but any difficulties should 
be addressed as soon as possible. Parents are 
urged to work with the school to resolve any pro- 
blems they see arising because of poor marks. 

Parents can easily consult with the guidance 
office by phone. Teachers, administrators, and 
other staff members can then be consulted and 
the parents can be informed of a child’s needs. 

Some schedule changes will take place at 
midyear at the Middle School. Sixth grade 
students who are presently in the art and music 
program will switch to the home economics and 
technology education program. Sixth graders now 
in the home economics and technology education 
sequence will change to the art and music 
schedule. 

Fifth grade students who are taking art will 
begin taking music at midyear. Fifth graders who 
are taking music will begin art courses. 

Students in both the fifth and sixth grades 
spend one of the four marking periods in com- 
puter class. Those students who did not take the 
computer course during one of the first two terms 
will do so during the second half of the year. 

In the area of study skills, the fifth grade 
students have recently watched a video which 
presented new ideas on how to be successful in 
completing homework, taking notes, and reading 
textbooks. The students discussed the video with 
the guidance counselor and completed a written 
exercise which they could keep and bring home. 

In January, the fifth graders will be watching a 
video on test-taking skills and discussing it with 
the counselor.

The Agawam High wrestling team flexed its ear- 
ly season muscles with an astounding perfor- 
mance over Longmeadow High School last 
Wednesday night in Agawam at the Clifford P. 
Kibbe Gymnasium. 

Coach Phil Tomkiel looked for a tough, tough 
challenge on the night, but his smaller wrestlers 
did an amazing job early and propelled the seven- 
time defending Western. Mass. champions to a 
thrilling 58-18 victory over the Lancers. 

It started with a bang and ended with a bigger 
one as the Brownies went through their lineup for 
the first time this season. And the crowd loved 
each kid better than the last one en route to the 
romp. 

Remember now, wrestling blowouts are rare 
enough, but wrestling is more a sport of momen- 
tum than anybody expects it to be.

“There are some wrestlers who got the crowd 
very excited with their results, but Tommy (assis- 
tant Coach Tom Cascio) and-! have to do a lot 
more teaching and coaching than you might 
think. It sure was a fun night, though,” said 
Tomkiel. 

Oh, yes it was. Chris Chechile took out Nick 
Shih with a fantastic performance as he stuck the 
Longmeadow wrestler in 2:42 after piling up an 
11-1 lead.

Paul Canup, a California 
transplant with a fine record of success, took the 
mat hoping to show Willard a thing or two. But 
Kevin took the role of teacher as he rapped Canup 
enough to build a 9-1 lead and then he turned and 
pinned his deflated opponent in 4:59. Agawam 
already led the deal by a 22-0 score. 

Zach Anabel came out and posted 
Longmeadow’s first win as he pinned John 
Scalise in the 130 pound division for the first 
points of the night for the Lancers. 

Clark Puts Locals Back In Win Column 

Dennis Clark put Agawam back in the win col- 
umn at 135 pounds when he rolled up a 17-6 lead 
by showing every play in the Brownie playbook. 
He earned his pinfall at 5:04 over Michael 
Templeton. 

Matt Bryant tried for much of the match to app- 
ly his guillotine, but he finally settled for the “bars 
and a half” to subdue Michael LaBroad in 5:21 
and the Brownies had a huge 34-6 team lead after 
the 140 division.

It is beginning to become an annual ritual for 
the Agawam High wrestling team. They begin the 
season with a solid Western Massachusetts rival 
and they win the meet with surprising ease. 

Then they travel to Milford to go against seven 
rugged foes from the Eastern part of the Com- 
monwealth and the youngsters in the Brownie 
lineup get a peek at the obstacles that they must 
climb in the next three or four months.

The first season that the Brownies visited the 
tourney, Franklin won it on a technicality, but they 
have posted solid and impressive wins in each of 
the last two. 

Franklin won this year by their largest margin 
yet by posting an outstanding 191.5 points to lead 
the parade. The Brownies were second with 143.5 
and Quabbin Regional High (also Division II) 
checked in third with a dangerously close 143 
points. 

For most schools, this finish is acceptable and 
worthy of praise on the Monday Morning PA 
system at school, but Agawam just uses these 
results as a measuring stick for the tough 
challenges that lie ahead.

The defending Western 
Mass. champion at 119 pounds began-the season 
in the 125 pound division as he steps up-one 
weight class. He zipped through the first two 
rounds by showing a powerful and confident 
style. He would lose a close match in the finals 
against a Dedham wrestler. 

Coach Phil Tomkiel was disappointed in the 
results of the match because he felt that Willard 
had earned “‘back points” on several occasions.

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Moriarty Runs Wild For AHS (5 Goals) 
As Hockey Team Smokes Greenfield

The Agawam High hockey team showed 
resiliency and determination for their 1993-1994 
opening night act as it came from behind twice 
before drilling Greenfield High, 7-4 last Thursday 
night at Olympia Ice in West Springfield. 

Playing in the toughest division of them all 
(Berry Division), the Brownies opened up with the 
class of the Faye Division for the season’s first 
test. The Green Wave walked onto the ice with 11 
seniors and an imposing size differential. And 
they grabbed the upper hand when Jamie Coffin 
walked in on Agawam’s sophomore netminder 
Derek Benton. The senior flipped a pretty wrist 
shot upstairs and Greenfield held a 1-0 lead with 
4:45 played in the first. 

Dan Moriarty, Matt Radwanski, and Marc 
Turgeon keyed the early chances for Agawam and 
Moriarty was denied on two close-in chances in 
the early going. He was stuffed at the post on 
both occasions. 

When last we saw him, Moriarty was guiding 
the Brownie football team to a solid 22-0 shutout 
of the West Springfield football team on 
Thanksgiving Day. And now we know which green 
vegetable that Mrs. Moriarty served that day. It 
was spinach—and Dan would soon show the 
results of that fine dietary delight. 

Star of Stars 

On opening night, Moriarty would prove to be 
the star of stars as he would lead his team back 
by scoring five times during his high-flying even- 
ing. He would begin matters by scoring the 
equalizer at the 9:54 mark. He tucked one home on 
a goal assisted by Jay Biagetti and Bret Pajer and 
Agawam had the game deadlocked at 1-1. 

Greenfield began to show signs of undisciplin- 
ed play as there were times when three separate 
Green Wave players would be chasing the puck in- 
to the corners (leaving wide open spaces for the 
Brownies to roam). Coach Fran Pycko’s Agawam 
club stayed in its positions and seemed to collect 
the majority of the loose pucks in the process. 

Neil White and Matt Disco gave the Brownies a 
large and imposing blue line crew much of the 
night and Pycko also had the luxury of pairing 
Trevor Brown and Brandon Parelli on the other 
shifts and the defensive crew played a fine game. 

Sean Szezygiel and Corey Chianciola had some 
late chances to give Agawam the lead in the first 
period and another opportunity early in the se- 
cond, but it would .be Greenfield who would 
ultimately go back on top. A beautiful rush by Jay 
McCarthy of the Green Wave put the visitors out 
front at the 3:06 mark. 

The Brownies stayed disciplined and may have 
even been guilty of overpassing on occasion as 
they tried to get back into the game. Turgeon 
showed some nifty ability handling the puck. He 
would break down the defenses and the Agawam 
forwards moved swiftly to the cage hoping to 
capitalize. 

Brown and Disco would work the puck to their 
sophomore teammate with 6:08 played in the se- 
cond period and this time Turgeon took it up the 
middle himself. He simply froze the goalie with a 
slick wrister (upstairs). It was 2-2 and now the 
Brownies were set to take their first lead. 

Locals Take The Lead 
It would take less than two minutes for that to 
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occur as Szczygiel’s shot rebounded in front. The 
tender went down to make the save and Moriarty 
collected in front. The veteran took all the time he 
needed to settle the puck and put it on his 
backhand. He then methodically filled the net and 
the Agawam kids led it 3-2 with the easy score. 

Benton was getting his feet wet in varsity ac- 
tion, but wasn’t seeing too many pucks. His of- 
fense was carrying the play and his defensemen 
were doing a nice job of clearing the zone most of 
the time. But with 9:01 left, the little netminder 
had to share the ice with just one skater as the 
refs called a penalty shot for Greenfield. Benton 
was up to the task with a nice pad save on the 
backhand shot and he kept Agawam in the lead. 

Eighteen seconds later, McCarthy stormed 
from the right faceoff circle, walked away from 
two defensemen, and scored a big-time goal 
upstairs over Benton. It was tied at 3-3, but the 
Brownies were fixing to hit the gas pedal and 
Moriarty would be at the wheel. 

Pajer and Brown did some hard work in the cor- 
ners a minute later and Moriarty was the 
beneficiary of that as he stuffed one home just in- 
side the right post for the 4-3 lead. This time, the 
Brownies maintained their lead and immediately 
set about extending the margin. 

The first two goal lead of the contest occurred 
when Steve Willett and Moriarty spun a Green 
Wave defenseman every which way but loose in 
the right corner boards. The kid fought like the 
devil against the two determined Brownies, but he 
seemed more intent on banging somebody than 
he did with simply clearing the puck. 

This ultimately cost him as Moriarty got the kid 
on his hip and simply walked out of the corner, 
strode directly to the cage, and tucked one easily 
behind the startled goalie. It was 5-3 now and the 
Brownies were enjoying their debut. Mike Mor- 
rissey would also be given credit for an assist on 
that play. 

That is how the second period would end as 
Moriarty had scored four goals already, including 
three in a row! It didn’t end there, though, as the 
talented senior would take another Willett feed 
four minutes into the third period and he scored 
again for the fifth tally of the game. That put his 
team on top by a 6-3 score. 

Four Goal Lead 

Greenfield played the rest of the way looking 
for the breakouts and really didn’t put too much 
together in any facet of the game. The Agawam of- 
fense actually extended the lead to a four gaol dif- 
ferential when Turgeon broke free from the left 
corner boards and floated all the way across the 
grain to the front of the cage. Once in position, he 
simply swept a backhander in front and the disc 
found its way behind the beleaguered goaltender 
as Agawam began its celebration. 

McCarthy, a fine player, showed more skills by 
scoring another goal late, but Benton got the last 
laugh with a fine defensive play which robbed him 
of a hat trick chance in the game’s final minute. 

It was a solid test early (against a huge physical 
team), but the Brownies’ depth, talent, hustle, and 
discipline served to get them over hump number 
one.

| just had a thought this week regarding the 
manner in which football will be ingested over this 
next Couple of seasons in New England (or St. 
Louis?). 

Bill Parcells has engineered two Super Bowl 
wins in his career. There are few guys who have 
done that. It is a process and it takes a while. It 
starts with a simple concept. Parcells says, ‘‘You 
are what you are.’’ Huh? Five little words, but a 
world of meaning. 

Any philosophical statement is subject to a 
large amount of interpretation, but it doesn’t take 
an egghead or a genius to realize that Parcells’ 
statement closely resembles the old adage ‘‘Win- 
ners act like winners.”’ 

And | think that is what we can watch for as 
New England develops over the next couple of 
seasons. All these close games this season have 
certainly proved out as a valuable educational 
tool for the players and the younger coaches. 

Building Block Approach 

| believe that Parcells and the people with 
whom he has surrounded himself are using the 
building block approach to solidify this team that 
has been in disarray for so long. And | would fur- 
ther assume that part of that process would in- 
clude such little things as looking like a winner, 
feeling like a winner, and playing like a winner. 

And in order to begin winning with more con- 
sistency, some of those principles have to be in- 
stilled early in the process and maintained 
throughout. 

Obviously, some of these lessons have to be 
learned while the teams are on the field and under 
the television spotlights (and often in front of a 
stadium full of fans who have paid very high 
ticket, parking, and concession prices). It makes 
instilling a new system awfully tricky. 

Parcells and his staff probably did the right 
thing by selecting, and then starting, Drew Bled- 
soe. It was a brilliant decision actually. It allows 
the Pats coaching staff a chance to develop their 
linemen and running backs. Most people are so 
busy staring holes through Bledsoe that they 


might not be noticing that guys like Leonard 
Russell and Kevin Turner are players that can real- 
ly make plays. 

The defense is playing Parcells type football. 
They are aggressive and competitive. They keep a 
football team in the game. Most of the time, they 
keep the opponent under 20 points and that 
means that Bledsoe and Co. should usually win 
the ballgame if they can put a couple touchdowns 
every week. 

| believe that this team will be better record- 
wise next season. They might even win nine 
games. Nine wins doesn’t usually get you to the 
playoffs in the AFC, but once in a while you can 
sneak in with that mark. Two years from now, the 
Patriots will be in the playoffs. It would surprise 
me to see them there sooner. 

The toughest part of watching the last couple 
of weeks of season-ending football is watching a 
bad team playing badly. In my mind, there is never 
a good reason to play at less than 100 percent. If 
you don’t want to be out there, tell the coaches 
to take you out of the game... 

If a sports team is just going through the mo- 
tions in front of me, | usually catch them in the 
act. And it usually happens late in the season 
when a team isn’t going anywhere. 

That’s why | always cringe when a team is park- 
ed on their own 42 yard line with 10 minutes to go 
in the second quarter and they are facing a fourth 
and three situation trailing by four points. The 
home crowd starts yelling for the coach to go for 


it. 

It would be a terrible decision to go for it, 
regardless of which way the outcome of the play 
went. Going for it is the wrong play. It goes 
against all the fundamentals of football. But, 
sometimes the coach does go for it. 

The theory is something to the effect that a bad 
team: isn’t going anywhere anyway, so they 
should throw caution to the wind at all times and 
try to win with any old tomfoolery. 

That’s like putting a bandaid on a sucking chest 
wound. It may work for a quick second, but it 
won’t feed the bulldog for very long. Winners act 
like winners—and | believe that Parcells is getting 
it done just fine. Be patient. 

The Patriots are what they are.
